And well indeed does the Publiſher. of 
Peace deſerve the Character of one that brings 
good Tidings ; ſince the Quiet and Tranquili- 
ty of a Nation, is the greateſt and moſt va- 
luable of all Temporal Bleſſings : It is the 
Confirmation and Security of all worldly/ 
Enjoyments, which cannot properly be cal- 
led our own, till this fixes our Title to them, 
and warrants their Poſſeſſion. In War, the 
moſt envy'd Wealth may. be ſoon raviſh'd 
from us, and become the Pillage of a licen- 
tious Enemy; the greateſt Aﬀuence of 
Plenty is precarious, and may be waſted by 
the rude Incurſion of Foreign Invaders ; and 
that Land which was before /ike the Garden of 
Eden, may be ſoon thus converted into a 
deſolate Wilderneſs : Liberty, the moſt pre- 
cious Jewel of our Lives, is expoſed to the 
Arbitrary Power of the Conqueror ; and 
Property, in Time of War, is nothing but a 
Name, ſince the longeſt Sword is then the 
Meaſure of Juſtice. Thus all thoſe Things 
which make our Lives delightful, and to 
which we uſually affix our Value and Eſteem, 
depend, in thoſe Seaſons of Confuſion god

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Diſorder, upon the Succeſs of a Siege, ot 


tlie Event of a Battel. But Peace is that 
firm and unalterable Tenure, by which we 
hold all the good Things of this Life, with. 
out any Danger of Loſs or Alienation, - By 
that we fit ſecurely under our own Yines, and 
every Man enjoys the Fruit of his Labours 
That allows of no Encroachments upon the 
Rights of others, but reduces them to the 
Standard of Law and Equity; when That 


abounds within our Walls, then P lenteouſneſ; 


flouriſhes within oar Palaces, and 1s not liable 
to the Danger of roo ſudden an Alteration); 
then we are aſſured that our Freedom runs nd 
Hazard, when there is no leading inte Capti- 
viry; and that our Satisfaction ſhall be com. 
pleat, when here is no complaining in uu 


Streets. Thus are they refrefhed both in Soul 


and Body, to whom is revealed the Abundanct 
f Peace; Happy are the People who are ii 


ſuch a Caſe, yea, bleſſed are the People who have 


rhe Lord for their God ! Whatever Glorious 


Succeſſes we may formerly have met with, 
during the Courſe of a tedious and expenſive 
War; they carried always along with them 
ſome ſenfible Allays, that leſſened our Joys; 
and dam 


ped our Satisfaction; they were ei- 


ther accompanied with ſome Loſs on ouf 
Side, or attended with fome diſaſtrous Ac. 
cident” elſewhere, or ar leaft purchaſed by 
the Slaughter of our Fellow-Chriſtians ; but 
Peace gives us a Pleaſure that is pure and un- 
OE mixed;

mixed, and has nothing that can ſully the 
Beautifulneſs: of its Proſpect: If we look 
backwards into the Times of Wars and Tu- 
mults, we view indeed a Scene of Miſeriss, 
but ſuch as we have paſs d over; and which 
only ſerve, like Shades in Painting, to ſet 
off the Luſtre of our preſent Happineſs ;-if 
we caſt our Eyes forwards, we'ſee nothi 

before us; but Quietneſs and Security, Sere 

neſs and Tranquility. Now the adventurous 
Merchant may purſue his Traffick,. and make 
the Wealth of both Indies meet together in 
his Coffers, without running any: Hazard 
from Man his Fellow - Creature, yet an Ene- 
my more dreadful than the Winds and Seas: 
Now may the tender Mie, or indulgent 
Mother, look with Delight upon her lov'd 
Husband, or her hopeful Heir; without 


fearing to have them called from her by 
Honour, or by Intereſt, and expoſed to the 
rough Encounter of a Bullet, or a Sword 
Now may the inquiſitive and induſtrious: 
Traveller, bring home the Knowledge of 
other Countries to his own, without meet- 
ing the ill Effects of Enmity abroad, or la- 
bouring under the Hardſhips of Suſpicion 
and Impriſonment.

Me are all of us too apt to be forgetful of 
Benefits, ſuch eſpecially as we receive from 
our Supreme Benefactor; or if we ſomerimes 
reflect upon the Mercies we enjoy, we do it 
rather to raiſe Arguments to our ſelves of 
our own Merits, than to magnify the I _ 
kindneſs of the Giver of all good Gifts : 
ſhould therefore endeavour to keep up vn 
grateful Remembrance of all thoſe great 
Things which God has done and wrought for 
us, by meditating upon them frequently, 
and diſcourſing of them familiarly; and 
ſhould repreſs at the ſame time all proud 
„ of our Souls, by a due Conſide- 
ow undeſerving we were of them. 
Let the wiſe Man then take heed, that he glory

$ thus to reckon up the Marks of his Affecti- 
t on, who (as the Apoſtle ſtiles him) zs Love 
f in the Abſtract? Can the idle Jollity of the 
Looſe and Prophane, produce a Delight fo 
raviſhing as this is? Can the Fumes of Wine, 
or the Intervals of Intemperance, affect us 
with a Joy ſo genuine and ſincere? How 
cold muſt that Soul be, which will not kindle 
in this Caſe, into an Ardour like that which 
warms the Seraphim! And if thus we boaſt of 
God all the day long, we (hall not fail to praiſe 
his Name for ever; ſince nothing but a For- 
getfulneſs of the Bleſſings he has conferred, 
can ſuffer us to remain unthankful under 
them.

Decency. and Devotion, not by any idle Sal.

He that teſtifies 
his Joy by Rioting and Luxury, ſacrifices 4 
Swine upon the Altar of God, which is the 
moſt provoking of all Abominations: Hg 
that pretends to a grateful Heart, and yet 
has it beſet with favourite Luſts, brings the 
Ark of God amongſt the Uncircumciſed, and 
the Conſequence of it will be fatal and de. 
ſtructive. A Devout Thankfulneſs is the 
Duty which we are to practiſe, and we 
muſt therefore remove all Prophaneneſs and 
Impiety ; fince we cannot be faid to be tru- 
ly thankful, unleſs we love our Benefactors; 
nor can we be ſaid to love our God, unleſs 
we keep his Commandments : All other Ex. 
preſſions of Acknowledgment are without 
this but ſpecious Hypocriſies; this is the in- 
fallible Kexrneey and Touchſtone, by which 


a real Gratitude may be diſtinguiſhed from a 
formal one. Bur, 


2dly, Our Solemn Feaſt (J ſay ) muſt be 
accompanied with a becoming Gratitude, to 
all ſuch as God has been pleaſed to make the 
Inſtruments of conveying this Bleſſing to us. 
And here we muſt firſt pay our humble 
and hearty Acknowledgments, to the graci- 
ous Nurſing Mother bath of our Church and 
State;

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State ; whoſe Heart has all along been fo 
fully ſet upon it, as if She reſolved to af- 
ſume her Great Grandfather's Motto, Bleſſed 
are the Peace-makers.

War was diſtaſtful to Her Religion, to Her 
Sex, to the Sweetneſs of Her Nature; and 
Conqueſt it ſelf brought Her but an imperfect 
Joy, when it was bought with the Blood of 
Her beloved Subjects, or at leaſt with that 
of ſome Thouſands of Chriſtians ; and She 
was willing to ſacrifice the Opportunity of 
making Her ſelf great, to that of rendring 
Her People happy. Being guided and ſup- 
ported by ſuch Maxims as theſe, She attem- 
pted to ſoften Her powerful Adverſary, and 
to bend him to reaſonable Terms of Ac- 
commodation; and She ſucceeded in Her 
Attempts, being entitled to that Bleſſing, 
that when the Ways of any are pleaſing to the 
Lord, he makes even their Enemies to be at 
Peace with them.

We muſt not keep this Feaſt with the Lea. 
ven of Malice, but ſhould lay all unſeemly 
Heats and Animoſities aſide, all odious 
Names of Parties and of Factions; brother. 
Love ſhould; continue among /t us, and the 
only Contention ſhould be this, who ſhould 
molt zealouſly love his God, who ſhould moſt 
vigorouſly afi/t his Prince, and who ſhould 
moſt cordially affect each other: For what 
ſhall we · be the better for having Peace abroad, 
if it be not accompanied with City at home? 
This will prey upon us like a Gangreen in 
the Bowels, and inſenſibly eat away all our 
inward Health and Vigor. Let it not be 
ſaid, in the Name of God, that we only 
made up the Breaches abroad, that we might 
be more at Leiſure to widen them at home; 
but let us ſacrifice all our Feuds to that God 
of Peace, who makes Brethren to be of one 
Mind in an Houſe: Thus, as St. Peter well 
adviſes us, let us add to our Godlineſs brother- 
ly Kindneſs, and to our brotherly Kindneſs Cha- 
rity. Another Branch of which moſt Excel- 
lent Duty, ought alſo to be exercifed upon 
this Occaſion ; and that is relieving ſuch as 
are 
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ire in Want, and ſhewing Compaſſion to our 
neceſſitated Brethren, It is the moſt natural 
Return of Thankfulneſs, which we can make 
to Almighty God, for reſcuing us out of our 
Diſtreſſes, when we endeavour to copy out 
that great Original, by relieving, (as far as 
we can) the Neceſſities of our Brethren :

But this is 
a Proceeding as dangerous as it is baſe, and 
will incenſe God againſt us by affronting him 
molt ſenſibly, in turning his Grace into Man- 
tonneſs, and making even his Mercy an Ob— 
je of our Contempt. God is indeed inf- 
nitely merciful, but he is alſo a jealous God, 
and will nor fail to vindicate his Honour ;
